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Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  22nd  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Borough  of  Crosby. 

The  Borough  has  remained  healthy  during  the  year  and  the  number 
of  infectious  diseases  notified  has  remained  comparatively  low.  721  cases 
were  notified  compared  with  830  in  1957.  The  bulk  of  these  infectious 
diseases  was  measles  of  which  458  cases  were  notified,  mostly  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  There  were  also  131  cases  of  scarlet  fever  compared  with  39 
in  the  previous  year.  These  cases  were  all  mild  and  were  scattered 
throughout  the  year.  There  was  a slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  tuberculosis,  46  cases  being  notified  compared  with  55  previously.  On 
the  other  hand  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  increased  from  6 to 
13.  There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  and  only  one  case  of  poliomyelitis. 
A small  outbreak  of  paratyphoid  fever  was  of  some  interest  and  is  referred 
to  in  more  detail  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

The  birth  rate  was  18.3  per  1,000  population  compared  with  16.6  in 
1957,  while  the  actual  number  of  births  was  1,073,  an  increase  of  97  on  the 
previous  year.  This  is  the  highest  number  of  births  recorded  in  the 
Borough  with  the  exception  of  1947  when  the  number  of  births  w^as  1,134. 
The  infant  death  rate  was  23.3  per  1,000  life  births,  compared  with  24  in 
the  previous  year.  There  were  actually  25  deaths  under  the  age  of  one 
year,  but  17  of  these  occurred  under  one  month,  and  were  mostly  unavoid- 
able being  due  to  prematurity  or  congenital  malformations. 

The  general  death  rate  remained  at  13.4  per  1,000  population.  It  is 
noticeable  that  the  deaths  due  to  accidents  still  remain  high,  28  compared 
with  29  last  year.  Of  this  number  4 were  due  to  vehicle  accidents  and  24 
due  to  other  accidental  causes.  These  figures  impress  the  need  for  more 
education  in  safety  on  the  road  and  in  the  home. 

Some  progress  was  made  with  the  demolition  of  poor  property,  but 
the  small  number  of  houses  available  makes  the  clearance  of  slum  property 
an  extremely  slow  process.  154  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year 
of  which  38  belonged  to  the  Local  Authority. 

The  duties  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  continue  to  increase. 
They  have,  however,  maintained  the  high  standard  of  their  work  during  the 
year,  when  7,284  premises  were  inspected,  4,354  nuisances  or  defects  were 
discovered  and  3,596  abated.  A further  3,863  visits  were  made  to  ensure 
that  the  work  had  been  done  satisfactorily. 

In  conclusion,  I would  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  encouragement  during  the  year 
and  the  members  of  the  staff  for  their  ready  help  and  co-operation  at  all 
times.

Live  Births. 

There  were  1073  births  during  the  year,  530  males  and  543  females, 
giving  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of  18-3  per  thousand  population  compared 
with  a rate  of  16  -6  per  thousand  in  1957.  The  birth  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  16  -4. 

Stillbirths. 

Stillbirths  totalled  18,  or  a rate  of  16-5  per  thousand  live  and  still- 
births, as  against  22  stillbirths  or  a rate  of  22  -0  during  the  previous  year. 

The  stillbirth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  21  -6. 

Deaths. 

Deaths  during  the  year  amounted  to  800,  or  an  adjusted  rate  of  13-4 
per  thousand  population,  as  against  792  deaths  with  a rate  of  13  -4  during 
the  previous  year. 

The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  1 1 -7. 

Infant  Mortality. 

Deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  totalled  25,  making  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  23.3  per  thousand  live  births,  as  against  23  deaths  with 
a rate  of  24  during  the  previous  year. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  during  this  year  was 
22  -5. 


Neo-Natal  Mortality. 

Deaths  of  infants  during  the  first  four  weeks  of  life  totalled  17  the 
neo-natal  mortality  rate  being  15-8.  The  figures  for  the  previous  year 
were  17  deaths,  making  a rate  of  17. 

Maternal  Mortality.

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SECTION  2 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

HOSPITALS. 

There  is  only  one  small  general  hospital  in  the  Borough,  but  patients 
requiring  hospital  treatment,  including  those  suffering  from  infectious 
disease,  are  admitted  to  other  hospitals  in  adjoining  areas. 

No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  securing  the  prompt  removal  of 
infeaious  cases,  and  in  general  there  has  not  been  excessive  delay  in 
obtaining  beds.  The  old  “ chronic  sick  ” patient,  however,  presents  a 
serious  problem.  Crowded  hospitals  arc  naturally  reluctant  to  admit 
such  cases,  and  much  hardship  is  thereby  caused,  not  only  to  the  sufferers, 
but  to  their  relations  and  friends.  The  changing  age-structure  of  the 
population  is  likely  to  accentuate  this  difficulty  in  future  years. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  are  now  responsible  for  all  Ambul- 
ance facilities  in  the  Borough.  During  the  year,  modem,  elaborately 
equipped  vehicles  have  been  in  use  and  staff  expansion  has  taken  place ; 
these  changes  have  been  reflected  in  the  satisfaaory  service  given  to  a 
greatly  increased  number  of  patients. 

CLINIC  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

School  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services  are  now  provided 
for  the  Borough  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  and  administered 
locally  by  a Divisional  Health  Committee,  on  which  Crosby  has  six 
representatives.

All  specimens  requiring  bacteriological  examination  are  submitted 
to  Professor  Robinson,  Director,  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Liverpool. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Liverpool  Corporation  supply  the  whole  of  the  Borough  with 
water  excellent  in  quality  and  adequate  in  quantity,  drawn  chiefly  from 
Lake  Vymwy  in  North  Wales.  AU  houses  are  served  from  the  public 
mains. 

The  water  is  purifled  by  slow  sand  filtration,  and  afterwards  treated 
with  chlorine.  Samples  are  regularly  examined  by  the  Liverpool  City 
Bacteriologist,  with  uniformly  satisfactory  results. 

No  difficulties  due  to  plumbo-solvent  action  have  been  experienced. 
SCAVENGING 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  Corporation  workmen  under  the 
supervision  of  a Cleansing  Superintendent  directed  by  the  Borough 
Engineer. 

The  main  roads  are  cleansed  daily,  other  roads  at  less  frequent 
intervals — at  least  once  weekly.  The  district  is  therefore  kept  in  a 
clean  and  tidy  state,  the  whole  of  the  83‘93  miles  of  roads  with  their  passages 
receiving  regular  attention.  A mechanical  street-sweeper  and  guUy- 
emptier  are  now  in  use. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948— Section  47. 

With  the  co-operation  of  medical  practitioners  in  the  district  and  the 
duly  authorised  officer,  it  has  been  possible  to  secure  the  removal  of  all 
cases  found  to  be  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  without  recourse  to  the 
procedure  laid  down  in  Section  47  of  the  Act.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 
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LANCASHIRE  COUNTY  COUNCIL  (GENERAL  POWERS) 

ACT  1951. 

Section  14  of  this  Act,  which  has  been  adopted  by  the  Corporation, 
provides  for  the  registration  of  hawkers  of  food  and  premises  used  by 
them  for  storage.  These  premises  are  regularly  inspected,  and  all  pract- 
icable control  is  exercised  over  the  hawkers  themselves. 


ICE  CREAM. 

All  premises  at  which  ice-cream  is  manufactured  or  sold  were  regular- 
ly inspected,  277  visits  being  made  during  the  year. 

In  addition,  61  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination. 
Samples  were  submitted  to  a methylene  blue  reduction  test,  and  divided 
into  four  grades,  in  accordance  with  a provisional  grading  system  recom- 
mended by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  As  a working  basis,  the  Ministry 
have  suggested  that  50%  of  the  samples  from  any  one  source  should  fall 
into  grade  1,  80%  into  grades  1 and  2,  and  none  into  grade  4.  No  claims 
for  the  infallibility  of  this  test  are  made  by  the  Ministry,  but  it  forms  a 
useful  adjunct  to  regular  inspection,  and  helps  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
to  concentrate  their  efforts  on  endeavouring  to  improve  the  technique  of 
the  less  satisfactory  producers  and  retailers. 

When  sampling  ice-cream  it  is  the  Public  Health  Inspectors’  practice  to 
devote  special  attention  to  the  less  satisfactory  sources  of  supply,  and  to 
take  immediate  ‘ repeat  ’ samples  when  the  original  sample  is  placed  in 
grade  3 or  4. 

61  samples  were  submitted  to  the  ‘methylene  blue’  test  and  of  these 
57  were  placed  in  grade  one,  2 in  grade  two,  2 in  grade  three,  and 
none  in  grade  four. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

The  inspection  of  food  premises  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  In- 
spectors, all  of  whom  possess  the  necessary  qualifications.  Shops,  vehicles 
and  premises  where  food  is  prepared,  stored,  conveyed  or  sold  are  kept 
under  constant  supervision. 

In  carrying  out  this  work  the  following  inspections  were  made  : — 

Butchers’  Shops,  93  inspections. 

Other  Food  Shops,  Vehicles  and  Premises,  1,149  inspections. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  in  the  Borough  6 cowkeepers  and  91  distributors  of  milk, 
which  is  also  retailed  by  10  processors  from  other  districts. 
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Th*.  visits  of  inspection  made  during  the  year  numbered  319.  None 
of^e  9 taken  in  the  Borough  and  submitted  for  exam- 

ination was  found  to  contam  tubercle  bacilli. 


CLEANLINESS  OF  MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  adopted  by  the  Corporation  is  that  pre- 
scribed by  the  Ministry.  145  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  bac- 
teriological examination  during  the  year,  and  of  these  135,  or  93- 10  per 
cent,  reached  the  required  standard  of  deanlmess.  None  ot  the 
pasteurised  milks  failed  the  phosphatase  test. 

Particulars  of  samples  failing  to  reach  the  required  standard  were 
forwarded  to  the  Chief  Milk  Production  Officer  to  the  Lancashire  Agri- 
cultural Executive  Committee,  and  where  the  s^ple  had  been  obtained 
from  local  dairymen,  the  dairies  were  specially  visited  also.

UNSOUND  FOOD. 

During  the  year  531  containers  or  packages  of  food,  and  bulk  foods 
weighing  9cwts  3qrs.  221bs.  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consump- 
tion and  voluntarily  surrendered. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

At  the  end  of  1958  there  were  19  bakehouses  in  the  Borough,  1 of  these 
being  a basement  bakehouse.  All  bakehouses  were  inspected,  and  generally 
found  to  be  maintained  in  a clean  and  satisfactory  condition,  41  visits 
being  made  during  the  year. 

In  several  instances  bakehouses  were  noticed  to  be  in  need  of  cleansing 
and  limewashing,  and  on  notifying  the  occupier  the  matter  was  promptly 
remedied.  Various  minor  defects  were  noted  and  on  intimation  were 
subsequently  rectified. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  54  of  the  Factories  Act 
1937,  a Certificate  of  Suitability  is  in  existence  in  respect  of  the  base- 
ment bakehouse. 


FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS. 

The  requirements  of  the  Regulations  were  generally  well  observed. 
Minor  infringements  were  rectified  upon  request,  and  no  prosecutions 
were  necessary.

Infectious  Diseases 


Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

During  the  year  1958  722  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified. 

The  corrected  total  of  confirmed  cases  amounted  to  721  as  against  830 
the  previous  year.  The  subsequent  tables  give  details  of  age  groups, 
deaths,  &c. 

913  visits  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  die  purpose  of 
investigating  certain  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

Disinfection  was  carried  out  at  premises  where  infectious  diseases 
occurred,  126  houses  being  treated  during  the  year.  In  addition,  1176 
articles  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  and  219  library  books  were  removed  and 
treated  at  the  disinfecting  station. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  Divisional  Education  Officer  and 
principals  at  the  schools  were  notified  of  occurrences  concerning  school 
children,  and  the  Public  Libraries  Department  was  notified  of  all  cases. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  131  confirmed  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  compared  with  39  the 
previous  year.  Six  cases  were  removed  to  hospital;  there  were  no  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough. 

24  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  recorded,  compared  with  70  the 
previous  year.  None  of  these  cases  was  remvei  to  hospital;  there  were 
no  deaths. 


Diphtheria. 

There  were  no  confirmed  cases  during  1958,  and  none  was  recorded 
the  previous  year.  No  deaths  from  this  disease  have  been  recorded  in  the 
Borough  since  1944. 

Measles. 

458  cases  were  recorded  during  the  year,  compared  with  614  the  previous 

year.  None  of  these  cases  was  removed  to  hospital  ; no  deaths  were 
recorded.

There  was  one  confirmed  case  during  the  year,  compared  with  two  the 
dSth°^^  removed  to  hospital.

At  the  beginning  of  June  salmonella  paratyphi  B.  was  isolated  from  the 
cerebrospinal  fluid  of  a month-old  infant  admitted  with  meningitis  to  a 
Children’s  Hospital.  This  child  had  been  born  in,  and  recendy  dis- 
charged from,  a private  maternity  unit.  On  enquiry  at  the  child’s  home 
by  the  Health  Department  Staff,  the  mother  was  found  to  be  seriously 
ill  and  was  admitted  forthwith  to  an  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  as  a 
suspected  paratyphoid,  which  was  subsequently  confirmed.  The  hus- 
band was  found  to  be  an  occasional  excreter  of  the  strain  of  salmonella 
paratyphi  isolated  from  his  wife  and  child  (Type  1).  He  had  had  T.A.B. 
vaccine  when  in  the  forces,  but  so  far  as  he  knew  had  never  suffered  from 
paratyphoid  fever.  His  serum,  which  was  examined  on  several  occasions, 
showed  a consistent  agglutination  titre  of  1/364  against  Salmonella  Para- 
typhi B.  (H).  In  the  course  of  enquiries  into  all  possible  sources  of  in- 
fection it  was  learned  that  he  was  a member  of  a yachting  club  sailing  in 
the  River  Alt,  a muddy  and  sewage-polluted  stretch  of  water.  Samples 
of  water  and  sludge  taken  from  the  river  opposite  the  yacht  club  station 
contained  salmonella  of  the  same  type  as  that  already  isolated  from  the 
patients  and  this  established  a reasonable  cause  of  infection  between  the 
father,  his  wife  and  the  child. 

Of  other  infants  born  in  the  maternity  unit  at  the  time,  eight,  and  one 
mother,  were  found  to  be  excreting  salmonella  paratyphi,  but  only  one  of 
these  was  actually  ill  with  paratyphoid.  No  member  of  the  staff  was  found 
to  be  excreting  the  organism,  although  specimens  were  examined  on 
several  occasions. 

One  of  the  infected  children  was  the  son  of  a greengrocer  in  another 
part  of  the  Borough.  About  a week  after  the  first  diagnosis  of  paratyphoid 
fever  a further  six  cases  occurred.  Of  these  two  were  seriously  ill,  but 
the  others  suffered  little  inconvenience.  Some,  but  not  all,  dealt  with 
this  greengrocer,  and  some,  but  not  all,  were  infected  with  the  same  strain. 
The  epidemic  strain  was  isolated  from  both  the  trader’s  children,  but 
illness  in  the  family  was  denied. 

With  the  discovery  of  infection  first  in  the  maternity  unit  and  later  in 
another  part  of  the  Borough,  and  the  removal  of  the  sources  of  infection, 
this  small  outbreak  was  fortunately  concluded.

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 


As  in  previous  years,  treatment  for  immunisation  against  diphtheria 
continued  to  be  available  within  the  Borough  during  1958,  and  was 
carried  out  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  is  now  commonly  combined  with  immuni- 
sation against  whooping  cough.  Three  injections  of  the  combined 
prophylactic  at  monthly  intervals  are  given,  commencing  at  tlie  age  of 
5-6  months. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  only  is  available  for  those  who  want 
it.

In  accordance  with  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1952, 
46  new  cases  were  registered  during  the  yeai.  44  were  pulmonary  and  2 
were  non-pulmonary  cases. 

A total  of  13  deaths  from  tuberculosis  was  recorded,  and  these  cases 
were  removed  from  the  register. 

Classified  details  of  new  cases  and  deaths  are  given  in  the  table  below. 

The  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board  are  responsible  for  the  diagnosis 
and  treatment  of  tuberculosis  within  the  Borough  ; after-care  ser  vices  are 
provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council.  Good  co-operation  exists 
between  this  Department  and  the  local  Chest  Clinic.

Shops  Act,  1950. 

The  Aa  came  into  operation  on  1st  October,  1950,  but  as  a consolidating 
measure  only,  making  no  change  in  the  existing  legislation. 

Under  the  Aa  the  routine  inspeaion  of  shops  was  continued  during 
1958,  a total  of  1,149  inspeaions  being  made  during  the  year.  Defects 
and  contraventions  discovered  were  referred  to  the  persons  responsible. 
These  matters  received  prompt  anention  and  were  dealt  with  informally. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  972  occupied  shops  on  the  register ; 
there  are  very  few  empty  shops  in  the  area. 


THE  PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951. 

This  Aa  confers  upon  Local  Authorities  power  to  licence  and  control 
pet  shops.  All  shops  in  the  Borough  where  animals  are  sold  are  insp>ec- 
ted  and  in  licensing  such  premises  the  Council  have  imposed  conditions 
designed  to  secure  the  comfort  and  humane  treatment  of  the  animals 
concerned. 


PETROLEUM  REGULATIONS. 

Forty-five  premises  were  licensed  during  the  year  for  the  storage  of  petrol. 
20  of  these  premises  were  filling  stations  ; in  the  remaining  cases  petrol 
was  stored  only  for  use  in  the  Licensee’s  vehicles. 

Two  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of  lighter  fuel,  and  five  for  the 
storage  of  cellulose  thinners,

INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

During  the  year  7,284  premises  in  the  Borough  were  inspected. 

To  secure  the  abatement  of  nuisances  found  during  these  inspections, 
1,165  preUminary  notices  were  served  upon  owners  and  occupiers.  Cases 
in  which  these  notices  were  not  comphed  with  were  reported  to  the 
Health  Committee,  upon  whose  order  343  statutory  notices  were  served. 

Premises  were  visited  while  work  was  in  progress  with  the  object  of 
ensuring  that  the  nuisances  were  satisfactorily  abated,  the  number  of 
such  re-inspections  being  3,864.  4,354  nuisances  were  discovered  and 
3,596  abated  during  the  year. 

There  were  six  prosecutions  for  failing  to  comply  with  statutory  notices 
under  the  Pubhc  Health  Act,  1936.  In  two  cases  (faiUng  to  comply  with 
Nuisance  Orders),  defendents  were  ordered  to  pay  a daily  penalty  of  40/- 
and  costs.  In  the  other  cases  defendents  were  ordered  to  execute  neces- 
sary works  and  pay  costs.

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OVERCROWDING. 

Though  the  Local  Authority  have  ereaed  38  houses  during  the  year, 
this  has  had  little  visible  effect  on  overcrowding.  Many  distressing 
cases  are  still  encountered,  and  the  problem  is  hkely  to  be  with  us  for 
some  years  to  come. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES  AND  FISH  FRIERS. 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  Borough  at  which  offensive  trades  are 
carried  on. 

There  were  20  fish  frying  establishments  on  the  register  at  the  end  of 
1958.  41  visits  of  inspection  were  made  during  the  year  and  in  all  cases 
the  premises  were  found  to  be  maintained  in  a clean  and  satisfactory 
condition.  Minor  matters  discovered  in  inspections  were  all  remedied 
informally. 

REMOVAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 

This  work  is  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Borough  Engineer 
and  supervised  by  the  Cleansing  Superintendent. 

The  removal  of  household  refuse  throughout  the  Borough  is  effected 
by  means  of  mechanised  vehicles.  In  Little  Crosby  Village,  where  the 
closet  and  refuse  accommodation  is  mainly  of  the  privy  midden  type, 
the  middens  are  emptied  by  corporation  workmen,  and  local  farmers 
remove  the  refuse  on  to  the  land  for  manure. 

Ashbins  and  pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly,  and  privy  middens  at 
intervals  of  approximately  three  months. 

Shop  refuse  is  removed  twice  weekly  by  means  of  a covered  motor 
vehicle,  and  the  charge  for  collection  is  9d.  per  bin  after  one  free  bin. 

The  Corporation  dispose  of  the  refuse  by  controlled  tipping. 

During  the  year  an  estimated  total  of  15,846  tons  of  reftise  was  collected 
and  removed. 

230  tons  of  salvage  was  collected  during  the  year. 

STREAMS  AND  WATERCOURSES. 

The  streams  and  ditches  are  cleansed  and  bottomed  by  their  owners 
and  receive  frequent  inspection. 

With  the  spread  of  new  houses  into  the  rural  area,  the  task  of  keeping 
ditches  clear  becomes  more  difficult  each  year,  and  constant  supervision 
is  necessary. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

There  are  six  factory  chimneys  in  the  Borough,  four  laundries,  one  dry 
cleaners  and  one  large  mail  order  stores. 

The  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  relating  to  the  emission  of 
dark  smoke  from  chimneys  came  into  force  during  the  year. 
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The  table  below  shows  the  monthly  readings  from  the  standard  deposit 
gauge  on  the  Town  Hall  roof.

CINEMAS. 


There  are  six  cinemas  in  the  Borough.  All  were  inspected  and 
found  to  be  well  conducted. 


VERMIN-INFESTED  PREMISES. 

Where  vermin  are  found,  whatever  treatment  seems  most  appropriate 
is  prompdy  applied.  Bug-infested  dwellings  are  liberally  sprayed  with 
a solution  of  5%  D.D.T.  in  paraffin.  Bedding  is  removed  before  spray- 
ing commences,  treated  with  high  pressure  steam,  and  returned,  aired 
and  ready  for  use,  on  the  same  day.  Flies,  fleas  and  moths  are  dealt 
with  by  a lighter  spraying  with  the  same  insecticide,  or  by  the  dissemin- 
ation of  insecticidal  smokes  in  the  affected  rooms.  Cockroaches,  ants 
and  ‘ silverfish  ’ are  combated  by  the  use  of  a mixture  of  10%  D.D.T.  in 
an  inert  powder.  This  has  proved  effective,  and  has  the  advantage  of 
being  almost  odourless.  Benzene  hexachloride  is  also  used  in  suitable 
cases. 

Special  precautions  are  taken  to  guard  against  the  risk  of  bug-infestation 
in  Corporation  houses.  The  dwelling  and  effects  of  every  prospective 
tenant  are  minutely  examined  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  and  if 
the  least  trace  of  infestation  is  found,  the  furniture  is  fumigated  with  hy- 
ffiogen  cyanide  during  removal.  This  work  is  carried  out  by  contractors 
in  the  employ  of  the  Council.  At  the  same  time,  bedding,  etc.,  is 
treated  by  high  pressure  steam  in  the  Corporation’s  disinfector. 
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All  complaints  received  regarding  infestation  were  investigated,  and 
bugs  were  found  in  the  following  premises  : —

34  detailed  inspections  were  recorded  under  this  heading  during  th« 
year,  and  72  premises  were  disinfested  on  account  of  infestation  b> 
fleas,  moths,  cockroaches,  ants,  ‘ silverfish  ’ and  wasps. 


TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

There  are  no  temporary  dwellings  in  the  Borough. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

All  premises  in  the  Borough  where  rodent  infestations  were  founo 
or  reported  have  been  treated  by  the  rodent  operatives  who  made  1,117  visits 
during  the  year. 

The  methods  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fish- 
eries are  usually  employed,  and  have  proved  very  successful,  but  it  is  still 
occasionally  necessary  to  use  dogs  and  ferrets  in  the  outlying  agricultural 
areas. 

Sewers  in  the  Borough  have  been  treated  twice  during  the  year  for  the 
presence  of  rats.  The  table  below  sets  out  the  result  of  the  treatments.
